Governor Cati.—In a communication address- 
ed to the War Department by this functionary, bear- 
ing date the 2d November, 1836, he attributed to 
Lieutenant Alexander Mitchell, of the 4th United 
States Infantry, (who had been despatched to the 
North during the campaign, on business connected 
with the quartermaster’s department,) conduct, 
of which this worthy young officer was entirely 
guiltless, and which in the following document from 
his excellency he fully disavows. 

He accused the Lieutenant of misrepresenting him 
and his military measures in a private conference 
with the Secretary of the War Office, and in his offi- 
cial report to the department, descants on the cir- 
cumstance with much severity. The Honorable Sec- 
retary, however, enlightened his governorship on 
the subject, and the amende honorable is in the fol- 
lowing terms. 

Buack Creek, 12th Dec. 1836. 

Sir: In a letter of the acting Secretary of War, 
dated the 4th of November last, by which I ai su- 
perseded in command of the army of Florida, you 
are mentioned as having ‘ elucidated” certain re- 
marks and communications said to have been receiv- 
ed at Washington, highly injurious to my military 
character. It is further stated in the same letter, that 
you had been sent on to Washington and Philadel- 
phia by me on business connected with the replen- 
ishing of the supplies of the army late under my 
command. 

Not being able to understand from the letter of the 
acting Secretary, how you could with any propriety 
or justice have ‘ elucidated” rumors, aud communi- 
cations which cast reproach upon me for any part of 
my conduct while on the march to and from Wyth- 
Jacoochie, in answer to the Secretary, dated the 2d 
inst., I spoke of you in terms of severity which | 
am now satisfied youdid not merit, and I have there- 
fore done you injustice. If, as I understand, you 
only speak of the truth of a statement made and pub- 
lished by Colonel Downing, and attempted thereby 
to sustain the propriety of my conduct—instead of 
deserving my censure you are entitled to my thanks. 

Being as anxious always to do justice to others, as 
to demand it for myself, I have felt it my duty to 
give you this statement to be used as you may think 
proper.

1. Resolved, That we deplore the decease of Cap- 
tain Mellon, as a loss to the army, a loss to society, 
and a loss, severely felt, in our own circle of com- 

anionship, to which he was endeared by ties of 
tiendly fellowship, and of cordial regard. A sol- 
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dier in all his feelings, a patriot in all his aspirations, 
he has long been identified with the military service 
of his country. Distinguished in the second war 
with Great Britain—conspicuous iu the bloody en- 
counter with the savages on the Wythlacoochie—and 
at last, the free votary of heroism at the battle of lake 
Monroe. At the first signal war whoop he was 
promptly at his post, directing the fire of his men, or 
reassuring them in confidence and composure. He 
fell too early in the action to witness its victorious 
issue; but he reposes in glory upon the field now 
associated with historic recollections, and consecrat- 
ed by his blood. 

2d. Resolved, That we sympathize deeply with his 
bereaved widow and fatherless children, in a loss 
that we will not presume by words to measure or de- 
scribe. Asa tribute, however, of our sincere con- 
dolence with her, and of our respect for the depart- 
ed, we would offer this manifestation of our feel- 
ings. 

3d. Reselved, That we wear the usual badge of 
mourning for thirty days. 

The meeting directed that the resolutions of this 
meeting be published in the Globe, printed at Wash- 
ington city, and that a copy thereof be transmitted to 
the widow of the deceased.

The United States brig Porpoise, Captain Ram- 
SAY, arrived in Hampton Roads on Tuesday night at 
9 o0’clock. No vessel at any season of the year has 
encountered so severe a passage as the Porpoise ; she 
is fifteen days from Janete light with twelve days 
continuous gales from NE. and NW. On Sunday 
week and 5 days out, the Porpoise had reached un- 
der a heavy NE. gale, Hatteras shoals, and within 
sixty miles of the Capes of Virginia. Here she was 
driven in; and finally into ten fathoms upon the Dia- 
mond, where she continued beating off shore with a 
severe gale and tremendous sea through the entire 
night. From Sunday until the two days preceeding 
her arrival, the Porpoise experienced heavy NW. 
gales, then mild weather with dense fogs. On Sun- 
day she anchored in 10 fathoms, and upon the fog 
breaking, saw Cape Henry 9 miles distant. The Por- 
poise has had but three observations and about ten 
hours favorable wind since her departure from Geor- 
gia. She has only the third of her crew and two 
officers, her passage therefore has been one of sin- 
gular hardship. The Porpoise spoke off Frying Pan 
Shoals, third day from Japeto, the ships King Phil- 
lip of Boston, and the Newark from New York, 14 
days, bound for Savannah and Charleston.

RECIPROCITY OF BENEFITS.—A few days since 
we published an official announcement of the fact 
that the British admiral at Bermuda had caused some 
of the vessels of his squadron to cruize among those 
seas during the late severe weather on our coast, for 
the purpose of relieving such American or other 
vessels as might have been driven out of their 
course, and required assistance. We find in a late 
London paper, received by the Independence, says 
the New York Gazette, the following notice of a 
British merchant vessel having been relieved from a 
very perilous situation, and carried into Cadiz, by 
Commodore Elliott, in the United States frigate Con- 
stitution. 


FROM THE SHIPPING GAZETTE.—In the Ship- 
ping Gazette of the 9th instant, our Falmouth cor- 
respondent reported that the schooner Perseverance, 
of Brixham, on her voyage from Cadiz to Dublin 
and Liverpool, had been towed back to Cadiz by the 
United States frigate Constitution, totally dismasted 
and a complete wreck. Our Brixham correspond- 
ent informs us that a general meeting of the Ship- 
ping Association of that port was held a few days 
since, at which a resolution of thanks was voted to 
Commodore Elliott, for his enterprising and disinte- 
rested conduct in saving ship and crew. We most 
cheerfully comply with the request made to us by the 
gentlemen of the Association, to publish Consmodore 
Elliott’s letter to the British Consul at Cadiz, com- 
municating the fact of his having carried the Perse- 
verence into that port, and we are quite sure that 
the generous sentiments which it breathes, will be 
duly appreciated and responded to by every British 
heart: 


“U.S. Frigate Constitution, Dec. 1836. 


‘““Sirn: Atsea, on the 22d instant, I fell in with a 
vessel, crippled and entirely dismasted. She proved 
to be the schooner Perseverance, of Dartmouth, 
Captain Adams, who had left Cadiz on the 7th, laden 
with wine, and bound for Liverpool. It blewa 
strong gale, and I was unable to communicate with 
her by trumpet or boarding. I veered her a hawser, 
the prompt acceptance of which on the part of the 
captain cannot but be approved of by all who are in- 
terested. A strong east wind prevailing, I took her 
in tow for Lisbon. The wind came out adverse, the 
gale shifting, and the sea making a high breach over 
her, a flag of distress was hoisted ; the wind proved 
more adverse within thirty miles of Lisbon. I bore 
up for this port, and now take pleasure in bringing 
the vessel here without further injury, since she was 
taken in tow. The persevering industry of the cap- 
tain entitles him to the kind consideration of the 
owners. It affords me pleasure, sir, to deliver her 
into your hands, and the more so in being the provi- 
dential instrument of rendering assistance to a ves- 
sel bearing the flag of a nation to whom we are al- 
lied by the ties of language, and the many pleasing 
recollections of mutual intercourse.

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PROCEEDINGS IN CONGRESS, 
IN RELATION TO THE ARMY, NAVY, &c. 








IN SENATE. 
Tuurspbay, March 2. 


The following bills were severally read the third 
time and passed : 

The bill to authorize the President of the United 
States to furnish certain ordnance to the several 
States. 

The bill granting a pension to William C. Beard, 
Jate a captain in the United States army. 

The bill for the relief of Captain F. A. Parker of 
the United States navy. 

The resolution granting a pension to Susan Deca- 
tur, widow of the late Commodore Decatur. 

The bill making appropriations for the Indian de- 
partment, and for carrying into effect Indian treaties, 
was reported by Mr. Wuivre, from the Committee 


on Indian Affairs, with sundry amendments, one of 


which made an appropriation for defraying travel- 
ling expenses of certain Indians to examine the 
country southwest of the Missouri river, with a view 
to the removal of Indian tribes to it. 

All the amendments were concurred im, and the 
bill ordered to a third reading. 


Fripay, March 8. 


The Cuarr laid before the Senate some commu- 
nications from the War Department, in answer to a 
resolution of the 28th instant, transmitting a number 
of documents relative to the Topographical Bureau ; 
which were laid on the table, and ordered to be 
printed. 

The bill authorizing the Secretary of the Navy to 
place the name of J. C. Swift on the navy pension 
list. 

The following resolution was offered by Mr. 
PRESTON : 

Resolved, That the President of the United States 
be requested, as soon as he shall have acted nally 
on the proceedings of the Military Court of Inquiry, 
lately held at Frederick, in Maryland, to transinita 
copy thereof to the Senate, or to the Secretary of 
the Senate, if the Senate be not in session, and that 
the Secretary cause the same to be printed, without 
delay, and transmitted to the Senators respectively. 

Mr. Benron remarked that he had some doubt as 
to whether the President possessed the power to 
have published the proceedings of a court of inquiry; 
and he thought there were cases in which a Chief 
Magistrate had refused to doit. In cases of courts 
martial, he believed the President had exercised the 
power. Mr. B. thought the whole of the proceed- 
ings of the court of inquiry should be published in 
an authentic form. He, however, had no objection 
to the consideration of the resolution at this time. 

The resolution was then considered and adopted. 

The bill for the more equitable administration of 
the navy pension fund, returned fiom the House 
with an amendment, was, on motion of Mr. Sourn- 
ARD, referred to the Committee on Commerce for 
their examination. {t was afterwards reported from 
the committee, with their recommendation that the 
Senate disagree to the amendment of the House; and 
the Senate did accordingly disagree. 

A message was received from the House, that they 


insist on their amendment, to which the Senate had | 


disagreed, to the bill for the more equitable adminis- 
tration of the navy pension fund; which was, on 
motion of Mr. Rives, referred to the Committee on 
Naval Affairs, who recommended that the Senate 
recede from their disagreement ; and the Senate re- 
ceded accordingly. 

Mr. SourHarpb moved to take up the memorial 
presented by him some days since from the Cherokee 
Indians, for the purpose of printing the memorial. 


Mr. KING, of Georgia, objected to the printing, 
on the ground of there being no object in printing, 
but to keep up an unnecessary excitement. 

Mr. SourHARD warmly advocated the motion, 
and asked for the yeas and nays. 

After some remarks from Messrs. Kine of Geor- 
gia, BuCHANAN, WALKER, and Wesstrer, the 
question was taken, and the Senate refused to take 
up the memorial. 

On motion of Mr. SouruHArp, leave was granted 
to the memorialists to withdraw their memorial. 

On motion of Mr. Wensrer, the Senate adjourn- 
ed sine die. 


HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES. 
Tuurspay, March 2. 

Mr. Jonnson, of Louisiana, moved an amend- 
ment making appropriations for marine hospitals at 
New Orleans, Mobile, Portland, Newport, and Wil- 
mington, North Carolina, amounting in all to 115,> 
000 dollars. 

After some remarks by Messrs. Jorinson of Lou- 
isiana, Samira, Reynoups of Illinois, Pearce of 
Rhode Island, and Parker, the amendment of Mr. 
JOHNSON was agreed to—ayes 79, noes 56. 

The question then recurred on the amendment of 
the Committee of the Whole as amended. 

Mr. Rencner called for the yeas and nays, which 
were ordered. 

Mr. Bonp opposed the amendment on the ground 
that it had been introduced with the expectation of 
carrying it through by a bargain. He was opposed 
to all bargains of this kind, and would take the res- 
ponsibility of voting against this amendment. 

Mr. Lane would say to the gentleman from Ohio 
(Mr. Bonn) that he made no bargains, that he did 
not belong to the bargain and sale party, that he was 
not surprized to hear that gentleman denounce the 
amendment in such unmeasured terms; it was an 
appropriation for the west, and connected with west- 
ern interests so uniforinly opposed by that gentle- 
man. 

After some remarks by Mr. SUTHERLAND in sup- 
port of the amendment, 

Mr. Jarvis moved an amendment providing that 
no greater sums should be expended on said hospitals 
than the amounts herein appropriated : agreed to. 

The question was then taken on the amendment 
of the Committee of the Whole, as amended, and 
decided in the negative—yeas 72, nays 110. 

So the House non-concurred in the amendment of 
the Committee of the Whole. 

The question then recurred on the amendment of 
the Senate, making an appropriation of $100,000 for 
launching and repairing the ship of the line Penn- 
sylvania. 

Mr. Jarvis called for the yeas and nays; which 
were ordered. 

After some remarks by Messrs. Graves and Su- 
THERLAND, the question was taken and decided in 
the affirmative—yeas 89, nays 86, 

So the amendment of the Senate wasconcurred in. 

All the other amendments of the Senate were then 
concurred in without a division. 

The Speaker laid before the House a communi« 
cation in answer to two resolutions of the House,

GARLAND, of Virginia, on leave, submitted 
a motion to print 5,000 extra copies of the two re- 
ports of the majority and minority, without the jour- 
nal of the committee. 

Mr. Hawes moved to amend the motion, by or- 
dering 5,000 extra copies of the report of the Select 
Committee on the West Point Academy ; which was 
agreed to—ayes 64, noes 58. 

Mr. VANDERPOFL moved further to amend, by 
including the printing of 5,000 copies of the report 
of the select committee upon the subjéct of amend- 
ments to the Constitution of the United States ; 
which was lost. 

The original motion of Mr. GARLAND was agreed 
to. 
Mr. JArvis, from the Committee on Naval Af- 


fairs, made an unfavorable report on the petition of 


William Vaughan ; which was ordered to lie on the 
table, and be priuted. 

On motion of Mr. CAMBRELENG, the House then 
resolved itself into a Committee of the Whole on the 
state of the Union, Mr. Pierce, of New Hamp- 
shire in the chair; and on motion of the same gen- 
tleman, took up the amendments of the Senate to the 
** Indian annuity bill; which, having been concur- 
red in 

Mr. CAMBRELENG submitted several additional 
items, which he said had undergone the revision both 
of the Committee of Ways and Means, and the chair- 
man of the Committee on Indian Affairs. 

The principal of these were as follows 

For carrying into effect the treaty with the Me- 
nominees, of September, 1836, 288,510 dollars. 

For carrying into effect the treaty with the Pota- 
wattamies, of August, 1836, 73,423 dollars. 

For the same with the loways, of September, 1836, 
65,500 dollars. 

For the same with the Sacs and Foxes, of Septem- 
ber, 1836, 138,240 dollars. 

For the same with the Missourias, 3,000 dollars. 

For the same with the Omahas, 2,470 dollars. 

Several other additional items were also proposed, 
together with a proposition for an inquiry into de- 
predations committed by the hostile Indians of the 
south; (the latter slightly modified on motion of 
Mr. E. Wuirrvesey,) all of which were agreed to. 

Mr. Bett, from the Committee on Indian Affairs, 
submitted several additional items and amendments ; 
which were agreed to. 

Mr. GARLAND, of Virginia, submitted an amend- 
ment, proposing an appropriation of 17,000 dollars to 
defray the expenses of holding treaties with all the 
Indian tribes east of the Mississippi, and of examin- 
ing the country to be assigned to them, &c., which 
was agreed to. 

The bill was then laid aside, to be reported to the 
House. 

NAVAL SERVICE. 

The Committee then, on motion of Mr. CamBRE- 
LENG, took up the amendments of the Senate to 
the “bill making appropriations for the naval ser- 
vice for the year 1837.” 

All the amendments of the Senate, with one ex- 
ception, were concurred in. ‘ 

The amendment appropriating the sum of $100,000 
for launching the ship of the line Pennsylvania, was 
taken up. 

Mr. Frencn moved to amend it by inserting a 
provision authorizing the President to select and 
cause to be purchased, for the use and benefit of sick 








el 


seamen and boatmen on the western waters, suitable 
sites for marine hospitals, &c. not exceeding three 
upon the Ohio, three upon the Mississippi, and one 
upon Lake Erie; which, after some remarks from 
Messrs. Frencn, Puituips, DuNtAp, DENNY; 
and JARVis, was agreed to. 

Mr. Jounson, of Louisiana, proposed an item of 
70,000 dollars for the erection of a marine hospital 
at New Orleans; which, after some remarks from 
Messrs. Jounson, Hunt, Smirn, and WILLIAMS, 
of North Carolina, was rejected. 

Mr. Harper, of Pennsylvania, then adduced a 
letter from an officer of the navy, in support of the 
propriety of ordering the Pennsylvania to be launch- 
ed forthwith ; and said a few words himself in sup- 
port of the amendment to the Senate, and after some 
further remarks from Messrs. INGERSOLL, REED, 
and Witirams, of North Carolina ; 

Mr. INGERSOLL moved to insert 400,000 dollars 
in place of 100,000 dollars. 

Mr. CAMBRELENG resisted this increase, and said 
the appropriations in this bill were already large 
enough for the present year—larger, by far, than met 
his approbation. 

The amendment of Mr. INGERSOLL was then dis- 
agreed to, only 45 voting for it, and the question re- 
curring on the agreeing to the amendment of the Se- 
nate as amended by the committee, 

Mr. Mercer moved to reconsider the vote by 
which Mr. FreNncn’s amendment had been adopted, 
but subsequently withdrew it. 

Mr. Pearce, of Rhode Island, moved further to 
amend the Senate’s amendment by appropriating the 
sum of $15,000 for the erection of a marine hospital 
at Portland, Maine, $10,000 for one at Wilmington, 
North Carolina, and alike for a similar object at 
Newport, Rhode Island, which, after some remarks 
from Messrs. PEARCE, JARViIs, and SUTHERLAND, 
the amendment of Mr. Pearce was disagreed to, 
and the amendment of the Senate, as amended, was 
agreed to—ayes 77, noes 57. 

Mr. LYON moved an amendment making an ap- 
propriation of 15,000 dollars for a marine hospital at 
Mobile: lost. 

The committee then rose and reported, and the 
amendments of the Committee of the Whole to the 
Indian annuity bill having been agreed to by the 
House, the amendments of the Senate, as amended, 
were severally concurrcd in. 

The House then took up the amendment of the 
Committee of the Whole (Mr. FreNcn’s above) 
to the amendment of the Senate to the naval service 
bill, but before any action was had thereon the hour 
of three having arrived, it took the usual recess till 
half past four. 


EVENING SESSION. 


The ‘ bill making appropriations for the naval ser- 
vice for the year 1837,” returned from the Senate 
with amendments, being under consideration; the 
question pending was on concurring with the Com- 
mittee of the Whole on the sfate of the Union in the 
following: 


The Senate had amended the bill by inserting a 
clause appropriating ‘* 160,000 dollars for launching 
and securing the ship of the line Pennsylvania ;” 
and the Committee of the Whole had amended the 
same by inserting an additional item, authorizing the 
President to select and cause to be purchased, for 
the use and benefit of sick seamen and boatmen on 
the western waters, suitable sites for marine hospi- 
tals, &c. not exceeding three upon the Ohio, three 
upon the Mississippi, and one upon Lake Erie. 


Fripay, March 8. 


The House, on motion of Mr. CAMBRELENG, 
took up the ‘* bill making appropriations for certain 
fortifications of the United States for the year 1837.” 

This bill had been passed by the House with an ad- 
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ditional section providing for the distribution of the 
surplus revenue ; the Senate had struck out this sec- 
tion, and returned it to the House. The House then 
disagreed to the amendment of the Senate striking 
out the clause, returned the bill to the Senate with 
their disagreement, and the Senate had again sent it 


The question recurring on the amendment of the 
Senate, as amended, after some remarks from Messrs. 
Cuitps, Huntsman, Jounson of Louisiana, and 
CRAIG. it was concurred in. 

Mr. Wicirams, of Kentucky, moved a verbal 
amendinent to the clause appropriating $55,000 for 





back “ insisting” on their amendment. 

Mr. Bex moved that this House do insist upon 
their disagreement. 

Mr. HunrsmMAN demanded the previous question, 
which was seconded by the House, and the main 
question ordered without a division. 

The main question being “ that this House do in- 
sist on its disagreement with the amendment of the 
Senate,”’ was then propounded, and decided in the 
affirmative—yeas 106, nays 88. 

On motion of Mr. SurHERLAND, the House then 
resolved itself into a Committee of the Whole on the 
state of the Union, Mr. Smirn in the chair, and on 
motion of the former gentleman, took up the amend- 
ments of the Senate to the harbor bill. 

The amendment of the Senate in relation to the 
Delaware break water being taken up, 

Mr. Jounson, of Louisiana, renewed the amend- 
ment offered by him on yesterday to another bill, 
proposing to appropriate 70,000 dollars for the erec- 
tion of a marine hospital in the city of New Orleans, 
and 

Mr. Frencn renewed his amendment to the 
amendment, appropriating 15,000 dollars for the se- 
lection and purchase of suitable sites for marine hos- 
pitals on the western waters, not exceeding three on 
the Mississippi, three on the Ohio, and one on Lake 
Erie, for the use and benefit of such seamen and 
boatmen ; which was agreed to—ayes 80, noes 45. 

Mr. Lyon moved further to amend the proposed 
amendment by appropriating ten thousand dollars for 
a marine hospital in the city of Mobile. 

Mr. L. insisted that the same reasons which had 
been urged by the gentleman from Louisiana, (Mr. 
JoHNSON,)in supportof his amendment, applied with 
equal force to Mobile. That city was known to be 
increasing in population, wealth and business, with 
great rapidity. It was situated in a climate regarded 
as somewhat unhealthy at certain seasons, but its im- 
mense trade required the employment of seamen and 
boatmen at all seasons of the year, and if hospitals 
were to be provided for sick seamen and boatmen at 
the expense of the Government at any points, he re- 
garded the southern cities as the places most entitled 
to notice. The amount he had propesed was small, 
and he hoped his amendment would not be rejected. 
The amendment prevailed without a division. 

Mr. Puivuips moved a general appropriation of 
150,000 dollars, to cover a suspension of the twenty 
per cent. hospital money for one year; which, after 
some remarks from Messrs. PHiLiLips, CRAIG, 
PiINcKNEY, and PARKER, was agreed to—ayes 75, 
noes 52. 

Mr. McKay moved a further amet dment, appro- 
priating $15,000 for the erection of a marine hos- 
pital at Portland, Maine, 10,000 dollars for one at 
Wilmington, North Carolina, and a like sum for one 
at Newport, Rhode Island: lost. 

Mr. Love proposed a sum of 50,C00 dollars for the 
purchase of a site, and the erection of a marine hos- 
pital at Buffalo, New York. Lost without a divi- 
sion. 

Mr. Jarvis moved a proviso that the expendi- 
tures for the purchase of sites and the erection of 
marine hospitals at New Orleans and Mobile, should 
not exceed the sums appropriated ; which was agreed 
to. 

The amendment of Mr. JoHnson, as amended, 
was then concurred in. 

Mr. DuNLAP moved a proviso that one of the hos- 

itals to be erected on the Mississippi should be at 
emphis, Tennessee, and that 20,000 dollars be ap- 
propriated for that purpose. Lost.

The “ harbor bill’? was taken up, and the chair- 


;man propounded the question on concurring with

Mr. Mann, of New York, demanded the previous 
question, but subsequently withdrew it.

On motion of Mr. McKeENNAN, the House took 
up the amendments of the Committee of the Whole 
to the amendment of the Senate to the bill to con- 
tinue the Cumberland road; which were concurred 
in. 

The Howse then took up the amendment of the 
Senate to the bill making appropriations for fortifica- 
lions, which the Senate had returned to the House, 
insisting on their amendment, and asking a confer- 
ence. 

On motion of Mr. BeLi, a committee of confer- 
jence, consisting of three members, was appointed 
| on the part of the House,and Mr. Bexti, Mr. Law- 
|RENCE, and Mr. CamBRELENG, were appointed 
said committee. 

The bill for the more equitable administration of 
the Navy Pension Fund, was read a third time, and 
passed. 





LIGHT-HOUSES. 


On motion of Mr. SutTHeRLAND, the House 
went into a Committee of the Whole, Mr. Smirn in 
| the chair, and took up the bill from the Senate, mak- 
'ing appropriations fur light-houses, light-boats, bea- 
con-lights, buoys, and dolphins, for the year 1837. 

The bill having been gone through, a variety of 
jamendments were submitted, most of which were 
agreed to. 

Mr. DuNLAP then moved to strike out the enact- 
‘ing clause of the bill, on the ground, he said, of the 
incongruity of the body of the bill with the second 
isection thereof. The second section was in the fol- 
iowing words: 

“Sec. 2. And be it further enacted, That none of 
the light-houses, beacon-lights, or buoys, the erec- 
tion or construction of which is provided for in the 
preceding section, shall be commenced until an ex- 
amination shall have been made, under the authority 
of the Secretary of the Treasury, for the purpose of 
ascertaining whether the proper site has been select- 
ed, and whether public convenience demands the 
erection or construction thereof. Andin every case 
in which such construction shall not, after due ex- 
amination, appear to him to be demanded by public 
convenience, it shall be his duty to report the facts 
appearing in every such case to the next Congress.” 

Mr.D. then commented, with considerable warmth, 
upon the inconsistency of this clause with the body 
of the bill, which positively located the works iu 
question. 

After some further remarks from Messrs. PEARCE 
of Rhode Island, and UNperRwoop, the motion of 
Mr. DunuLaAp was rejected, and the bill was laid 
aside to be reported to the House. 

Mr. Warp then moved that the committee take 
up the Senate bill to inc~ease the military establish- 
ment of the United States, and for other purposes ; 
which was agreed to—ayes 74, noes 65. 

The bill was then read, and taken up by sections.

FORTIFICATION BILL—DISTRIBUTION OF 
THE SURPLUS. 

Mr. Bent then asked the general consent of the 
House to make a report from the committee of con- 
ference. 

Leave being granted— 


Mr. Bett rose and said: Mr. Speaker, the com- 
mittee of conference, appointed on the part of this 
House to meet a similar committee appointed by the 
Senate on their motion, upon the subject of the dis- 
agreeing votes of the two Houses in relation to the 
amendment of the Senate which proposed to strike 
from the * bill making approptiations for certain for- 
tifications of the United States for the year 1837, and 
for other purposes,” that clause proposing to dis- 
tribute the surplus revenue on the first day of Jap- 
uary next, report that they have performed the duty 
assigned them, and have come to no agreement. 
Mr. B. therefore felt it his duty to report this fact to 
the House, that it might, if it chose, at this period of 
the sitting, proceed to take such other steps as it 
should think proper, and he now moved that the 
House do adhere to their disagreement. 

Mr. Hawes asked for the yeas and nays on this 
motion ; which were ordered. 

Mr. CAvrE JouNson moved that the House re- 
cede, [which motion took precedence of the other.] 

Mr. Frencu asked for the yeas and nays on this 
motion, which were ordered, and were—yeas 82, 
nays 97. 

So the House refused to recede. 

The question then recurring upon the motion of 
Mr. Bett, that the House do adhere to their disa- 
greement to the Senate’s amendment, a long and 
animated debate took place, when 

Mr. Mann, of New York, expressed a hope that 
this question was not to be debated again at this late 
hour, and he therefore demanded the previous ques- 
tion. 

Mr. GiAscock. I second the motion, tor 1 do 
hope that it will not be debated auy more. 

Mr. Wise having called fur a division of the 
House by tellers, 

The demand for the previous question was then 
seconded by the House—ayes 135, and the main 
question ordered without a division. 

Mr. Briaes asked for the yeas and nays on the 
main question, which were ordered, and were, yeas 
108, nays 87. 

So the House determined to adhere to its disagree- 
ment to the Senate’s amendment, anda message was 
sent to that body by its clerk, notifying them of the 
fact. 

Mr. Mann, of New York, then asked leave to 
submit a motion to discharge the Committee of the 
Whole from the further cansideration of the bill for 
the increase of the army. Though he was in favor, 
he said, of the bill, yet, being well assured it would 
occupy the whole residue of this session, he would, 
for the purpose of proceeding to other business, move 
to discharge the Committee of the Whole from the 
further consideration of that bill, for the purpose of 
Jaying it on the table. 

Mr. Carnoon, of Kentucky, objected, and con- 
sequently the House went into Committee of the 
Whole again, and Mr. Hawes being entitled to the 
floor, gave way to 

Mr. Mann, of New York, on whose motion the 
above bill was laid aside, not to be reported to the 
House—ayes 80, noes 44. 

On motion of Mr. Mann of New York, the com- 
mittee took up the bill for the appointmentment of 
commissioners to adjust the claims to land under the 
treaty of 1832, with the Choctaw Indians. 





On motion of Mr. SurHERLAND, the committee 
rose and reported the bill making appropriations for 
light-houses, light-boats, &c. and the bill for the ap- 
pointment of commissioners to adjust the claims to 
land under treaty with the Choctaw Indians. 

The SPEAKER having resumed the chair, the bill 
in relation to the Choctaw Indians was read a third 
time and passed. 

The House then took up and concurred in the 
amendments of the Committee of the Whole to the 
light-house bill. 

Mr. SurHERLAND moved the previous question; 
which was seconded by the House, and the main 
question ordered. 

Mr. Srorer called for the yeas and nays on the 
passage of the bill; which were ordered, and were 
—yeas 108, nays 60. 

So the bill was passed. 

The bill from Senate to proVide for a more equita- 
ble administration of the navy pension fund, having 
been returned to the Senate with an amendment, 
that body had sent it back disagreeing with the 
amendment of the House. 

Mr. Jarvis moved that the House insist upon its 
amendment. 

Mr. Wise opposed the motion, Messrs. PARKER 
and JARVis sustained it. 

Mr. Wiser moved that the House recede from its 
amendment, which motion was disagreed to; and 
the motion to insist was agreed to. 

The House then went again into committee on 
the bill to continue the office of Commissioner of 
Pensions, and ' 

The bill to grant half pay to widows and orphans 
whose husbands and fathers have died of wounds re- 
ceived in the military service of the United States ; 
which were considered and laid aside, to be reported 
to the House. 

The ‘* bill to authorize and sanction sales of Creek 
reservations uuder the treaty of 1832,” was then ta- 
ken up. 

Mr. Vin ron oppcesed the Lill, and moved to lay it 
asiJe; which motion was warmly opposed by 

Mr. Lewss, who made a brief explanation of its 
provisions, and showed the justice and necessity of 
its passage, both for the benefit of the Indians them- 
selves, as well as the whites, when 

Mr. Vinvon’s motion was disagreed to without a 
division. 

Mr. Harptn moved to strike out the words 
** widows and administrators,’ in the section author- 
izing the President of the United States to comfirm 
such sales as were made by them; but subsequently 
modified his motion so as to strike out the whole of 
the second section applying to the sales by widows, 
children, &c. 

Mr. Breve gave an explanation of the reason which 
had induced the Committee on Indian Affairs to in- 
sert that section, and said it was a most complicated 
question, so as to steer between the apparently or 
obviously conflicting provisions of the Creek treaty 
and the laws of Alabama. 

Mr. Lewis explained that the object of this bill 

was to harmonize the conflicting provisions referred 
to, and the very section proposed to be stricken out, 
had been inserted for the express purpose of protect- 
ing the rights of the Indians. 
The motion to strike out the section was disagreed 
to. 
On motion of Mr. CHaprin, the committee then 
rose and reported the foregoing bills to the House. 

The bill to continue the office of Commissioner of 
Pensions, was read a third time and passed. 

The bill to grant half pay to widows and orphans 
whose husbands and fathers have died of wounds re- 


ceived in the military seryice of the United States, 
being taken up; 
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Mr. VinTON moved to lay it on the table. Lost 
without a count. 

The bill was then read a third time and passed. 

The House went into Committee of the Whole on 
the “bill to authorize the President of the United 
States to cause the public vessels to cruise upon the 
coast in the winter season, and to relieve distressed 
navigators.” 

The Clerk was proceeding to read the above bill, 
when, 

Mr. Wiss rose and raised the question that it was 
12 o’clock at night, a period when many gentlemen 
had declared it as their conscientious opinion that 
the constitutional existence of that body ceased, 
though he did not, for he thought their powers re- 
mained till 12 o’clock M. of the fourth. 

After some further remarks from Messrs. CHAam- 
BERS, Of Kentucky, Wise, and DROMGOOLE, 

On motion of Mr. UNDERWOOD, the committee 
rose and reported. 

On motion of Mr. Smiru, it was 

Ordered, That a committee be appointed on the 
part of the House, in conjunction with such com- 
mittee as the Senate may appoint, to wait upon the 
President, and notify him that unless he has some 
other communication to make, the two Houses are 
ready to adjourn. 

The Speaker also laid before the House a com- 
munication from the Secretary of War, transmitting 
a report of the Colonel of Ordnance, furnishing cer- 
tain information in relation to armories: laid on the 
table, and ordered to be printed. 

The SPEAKER also laid before the House a com- 
munication from the Secretary of War, in answer to 
a resolution of the House of the 13th ultimo, cover- 
ing a report and detailed statement prepared by the 
Adjutant General, in relation to officers of the army, 
who were employed on duty which separated them 
from their corps; which was laid on the table, and 
ordered to be printed. 

The House then adjourned sine die. 





LAWS OF THE UNITED STATES. 











No.11. An act for the relief of John E. Wool. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives of the United States of .Jmericain Con- 
gress assembled, That so much of the thirteenth sec- 
tion of the act of June thirtieth, eighteen hundred 
and thirty-four, entitled ‘“* An act to provide for the 
organization of the Department of Indian Affairs,” 
as prescribes “ that all merchandise required by any 
Indian treaty for the Indians payable atter making of 
such treaty, shall be purchascd under the direction 
of the Secretary of War, upon proposals to be receiv- 
ed to be based on notices previously to be given,” 
be dispensed with so far as it may affect the purchases 
made by Brigadier General J. E. Wool under the 
eighteenth article of the treaty with the Cherokee 
Indians of December twenty-ninth, eighteen hun- 
dred and thirty-five, prior to the second day of No- 
vember, eighteen hundred and thirty-six, and that 
the sums expended by him previous to that date be 
passed to his credit in the settlement of his accounts, 
and the drafts drawn by him on the Department of 
War on account thereof, be paid without reference 
to the said provisions of the said act. 

Approved, February 9, 1837. 





No. 17. An act making appropriations for the sup- 
port of the army for the year one thousand eight 
hundred and thirty-seven, and for other purposes. 
Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Re- 

prescntatives of the United States of America in 

Congress assembled, That the following sums be, 

and the same are hereby appropriated, to be paid out 

of any money in the Treasury not otherwise appro- 
priated, for the support of the army, during the year 











one thousand eight hundred and thirty-seven ; that 
is to say: 

For the pay of the army, one million ninety thou- 
sand one hundred and thirteen dollars: 

For the subsistence of oflicers, three hundred and 
thirty-two thousand six hundred and thirty-eight 
dollars. 

For forage of officers’ horses, seventy thousand 
nine hundred and eighty-seven dollars. 

For clothing for officers’ servants, twenty-six 
thousand five hundred and fifty dollars. 

For payments in lieu of clothing to discharged 
soldiers, thirty thousand doilars. 

For subsistence exclusive of that of officers, nine 
hundred and thirteen thousand four hundred and for- 
ty-five dollars, including the sum of three hundred 
and five thousand three hundred and seventy-two 
dollars, for the subsistence of the volunteers and 
militia called out for preventing or suppressing In- 
dian hostilities. 

For clothing of the army, camp and garrison 
equipage, cooking utensils, and hospital furniture, 
two hundred and six thousand nine hundred and forty 
dollars. 

ior the medical and hospital department, thirty- 
eight thousand five hundred dollars. 

For the regular supplies furoished by the quarter- 
master’s department, consisting of fuel, forage, straw, 
stationery, and printing, two hundred and eight 
thousand dollars. 

For barracks, quarters, store-houses, embracing 
the repaira and enlargement of barracks, quarters, 
store-houses, and hospitals, at the #everal posts; the 
erection of temporary cantopments at such posts as 
shall be occupied during the year, and of gun-houses 
for the protection of the cannon at the forts on the 
seaboard, the purchase of the necessary tools and 
materials for the objects wanted, and of the author- 
ized furniture for the barrack-rooms; rent of quar- 
ters for officers; of barracks for troops at posts where 
there are no public buildings for their accommoda- 
tion; of store-houses for the safe-keeping of subsist- 
ence, clothing, &c., and of grounds for summer can 
tonments, encampments, and military practice, nine- 
ty-five thousand dollars. 

For the allowance made to officers for the trans- 
portation of their baggage, when travelling on duty 
without troops, the sum of fifty thousand dollars. 

For the transportation of troups and supplies, viz: 
transportation of the army, including the baggage of 
troops when moving either by land or water ; freight 
and ferriages; purchase or hire of horses, mules, 
oxen, carts, wagons, and boats, for the purpose of 
transportation, or for the use of garrison; drayage 
and cartage at the several posts; hire of teainsters ; 
transportation of funds for the pay department; ex- 
pense of sailing public transport between the posts 
on the Gulf of Mexico, and of procuring water at 
such posts as, from their situation, require it; the 
transportation of clothing from the depot at Phila- 
delphia to the stations of the troops; of subsistence 
from the places of purchase, and the points of deliv- 
ery under contracts, to such places, as the circum- 
stances of the service may require it to be sent; of 
ordnance from the foundries and arsenals to the for- 
lilfications and frontier posts, and of lead from the 
western mines to the several arsenals, the sum of one 
hundred and seventy-seven thousand dollars. 

For incidental expenses of the quartermaster’s de- 
partment, consisting of postage on public letters and 
packets ; expenses of courlts-martial and courts of 
inguiry, including the compensation of judge advo- 
cates, members, and witnesses; extra pay to soldiers, 
under an act of Congress of the second of March, 
eighteen hundred and nineteen; expenses of ex- 
presses from the frontier posts, of the necessary ar. 
ticles for the interment of non-commissioned offi- 
cers and soldiers ; hire of laborers; compensation to 
clerks in the offices of quartermasters and assistant 
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quartermasters, at posta where their duties cannot be 
performed without such aid, and to temporary agents 
in charge of dismantled works, and in the perform- 
ance of other duties ; purchase of horses to mount 
the second regiment of dragoons, and expenditures 
necessary to keep the second regiment of dragoons 
complete, including the purchase of horses to supply 
the place of those which may be lost and become 
unfit for service, and the erection of additional sta- 
bles, one hundred and ninety-two thousand dollars 

For the contingencies cf the army, three thousand 
dollars. 

For two months extra pay to re-enlisted soldiers, 
and for the contingent expenses of the recruiting 
service, thirty-four thousand three hundred and sixty 
two dollars. 

For arrearages prior to the first of July, one thou- 
sand eight hundred and fifteen, payable through the 
office of the Third Auditor, one thousand dollars. 

For the national a: mories, three hundred and sixty 
thousand dollars. 

For the armament of the fortifications, two hun- 
dred thousand dollars. 

For the current expenses of the ordnance service, 
one hundred and twenty-three thousand nine hun- 
dred and seventy-five dollars. 

For arsenals, three hundred and seventy-three 
thousand four hundred and twenty-nine dollars. 

For the purchase of percussion cannon locks, fif- 
teen thousand do)lars. 

For the manufacture of elevating machines for 
barbette and casemate carriages, eight thousand two 
hundred and fifty dollars. 

For the manufacture of sponges for field and bat- 
tery cannon, one thousand nine hundred and sixty 
dollars. 

For the rifle factory at the Harper’s Ferry armo- 
ry, eight thousand five hundred and sixty-nine dol- 
Jars. 

For completing the barracks at Baton Rouge, be- 
ing an ainount expended out of the general appro- 
priation for the quartermaster’s department, and to 
enable the accounting officers to close the accounts, 
twenty-three thousand, nine hundred and sixty-nine 
dollars and five cents. 

For completing the wharf at Fort Monroe, Vir- 
ginia, five hundred dollars. 

For constructing a river wall, making embank- 
ment to the same, arching, stone-walling, repairing 
the embankment of the new canal and for complet- 
ing the tilt-hammer shop at Harper’s Ferry, fifty 
three-thousand seven hundred and forty-three dol- 
Jars. 

For a magazine at the arsenal at Baton Rouge, 
Louisana, five thousand dollars. 

For the purchase of land, building a brick ware- 
house, and wharf, and making a turnpike road to the 
river at the arsenal at Mount Vernon, Alabama, in 
addition to former appropriations for these objects, 
six thousand, six hundred dollars. 

For enlarging the site at the arsenal at Frankford, 
Pennsylvania, one thousand dollars. 

For a blacksmith’s shop, a reservoir, a gun-car- 
riage house at Watertown, Massachusetts, twenty- 
three thousand, one hundred dollars. 

For the purchase of ten thousand copper rifle 
flasks, seventeen thousand dollars. 

Sec. 2. And be it further enacted, That the fol- 
lowing sums of money be paid, out of any money in 
the Treasury not otherwise appropriated, on the re- 
quisition of the Secretary of War, and, so far as shall 
be necessary, the same shall be expended for the fol- 
lowing purposes, to wit: 

For the pay, travelling, clothing for six months, 
and other legal expenses of the Tennessee volun- 
teers, mustered into the service of the United States 
under the requisition of General Gaines, under date 
of April eighth, one thousand eight hundred and 





non, of twenty-eighth of the same month, and ap- 
proved by the Secretary of War, on the ninth of 
May, by direction of the President of the United 
States, one hundred thousand dollars: Provided, 
That such of said volunteers as volunteered under 
the proclamation of Governor Cannon of the sixth 
of June or twentieth of July, one thousand eight 
hundred and thirty-six, and were mustered into the 
service of the United States, and are entitled to cloth- 
ing under the act of May twenty-third, one thous- 
and eight hundred and thirty-six, shall not be paid 
for clothing out of the aforesaid appropriation. 

For pay, travelling, clothing, and other legal ex- 
penses of the Tennessee volunteers, mustered into 
the service of the United States, under the order of 
the Secretary of War of May twenty-fifth, one thou- 
sand eight hundred and thirty-six, and Governor 
Cannon’s proclamation of June sixth, one thousand 
eight hundred and thirty-six, ninety-five thousand

For pay, travelling, clothing, and other legal ex- 
pensesof the Tennessee volunteers, mustered Into the 
service of the United States under General Gaines’s 
requisition, under date of June twenty-eighth, one 
thousand eight hundred and thirty-six, and Governor 
Cannon’s proclamation of July twentieth, one thou- 
sand eight hundred and thirty-six, thirty-five thou- 
sand three hundred and ten dollars. 

For the liabilities incurred by Governor Cannon 
in raising money, so far 1s said money has been pro- 
perly expended in the service of the United States, 
on account of the aforesaid volunteers, thirteen thou- 
sand, five hundred dollars. 

For pay due the Executive staff of the Governor 
of Tennessee, while actually engaged in obtaining, 
organizing, mustering, or marching volunteers, dur- 
ing the year one thousand eight hundred and thirty- 
six, to the places of their rendezvous, or making re- 
turns of said volunteers, three thousand dollars. 

Sec. 3. dnd be it further enacted, That the Sec- 
retary at War be, and he hereby is, directed to cause 
to be paid to the volunteers and militia of Kentucky, 
Tennessee, Alabama, and Mississippi, including the 
companies in Mississippi, mustered into the service, 
who were duly called into service, and whose service 
was accepted by the Executives of the States respec- 
tively, during the summer of the year one thousand 
and thirty-six, under requisitions from the Secretary 
at War or from generals commanding the troops of 
the United States, and who were discharged before 
marching, the amount of one month’s pay, with all 
the allowances to which they would have been en- 
titled if they had been in actual service during the 
period of one month ; and that the same be paid out 
of any woney in the Treasury not otherwise appro- 
priated. 

Src. 4. And be it further enacted, That eleven 
thousand six hundred and fifty dollars be appropria- 
ted for paying the Rifle Rangers, Coosada volun- 
teers, and the Independence Blues, under the com- 
mand of Major Holt, and for the payment of Major 
Holt and battalion staff, or so much of said sum as 
may be neCessary for those purposes, be appropriated 
and paid on the presentation of the rolls of said com- 
panies and battalion staff to the Paymaster General, 
with evidence of the time they were in the service 
against the Creek Indians in the months of May and 
June, eighteen hundred and thirty-six. 

Sec. 5. And be it further enacted, That one hun- 
dred thousand dollars be and the same is hereby ap- 
|propriated for arming and equipping the militia of 
‘the United States, in addition to the appropriations 
‘heretofore made for that purpose. 
| Sec. 6. And be it further enacted, That for pay- 

ing the claims of the State of Connecticut for the 
‘services of her militia during the late war, to be au- 
dited and settled by the proper accounting officers 
of the Treasury, under the superintendence of the 





thirty-six, and the proclamation of Governor Can-, Secretary of War, in the following cases ; first where 
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the militia of the said State were called out to repel 
actual invasion, or under a well founded apprehen- 
sion of invasion ; provided their numbers were not 
in undue proportion to the exigeucy; secondly, 
where they were called out by the authority of the 
State, and afterwards recognised by the Federal Gov- 
ernment; and thirdly, where they were called out 
by, and served under the requisition of the President 
of the United States, or of any officer thereof, the 
sum of one hundred thousand dollars, if so much be 
necessary for that purpose, be and the same is hereby 
appropriated. 

Sec. 7. And be it further enacted, That to pay all 
the claims of North Carolina for the services of her 
militia during the late war with Great Britain, in the 
cases enumerated in the act approved the thirty-first 
May, eighteen hundred and thirty, entitled “ An act 
to authorize the payment of the claims of the State 
of Massachusetts for certain services of her militia 
during the late war,” and also the claims of said 
State, for disbursements in the purchase of munitions 
or other supplies on account of the war, and expend- 
ed therein, the sum of thirty thousand dollars, be and 
the same is hereby appropriated.

No. 18. An act to provide for the support of the 
Military Academy of the United States, for the 
year eighteen hundred and thirty-seven. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Re- 
presentatives of the United States of America in 
Congress assembled, That the following sums be, 
and the same are hereby, appropriated, to be paid out 
of any money in the Treasury not otherwise appro- 
priated, for the support of the Military Academy for 
the year one thousand eight hundred and thirly-sev- 
en; to wit: ¥ 

For pay of the officers, cadets, and musicians, 
fifty-six thousand and twelve dollars. 

For subsistence of officers and cadets, thirty-nine 
thousand five hundred and sixty-six dollars. 

For forage of officers’ horses, one thousand one 
hundred and fifty-two dollars. 

For clothing of officers’ servants, three hundred 
and thirty dollars. 

For defraying the expenses of the board of visiters 
at West Point, two thousand and seven dollars and 
eighty-four cents. 

For fuel, stationery, printing, transportation and 
postage, eight thousand dollars. 

For repairs, improvements, and expenses of build- 
ings, grounds, roads, wharves, boats and fences, ten 
thousand one hundred and seventy-eight dollars and 
twenty-five cents. 

For pay of adjutants’ and quartermasters’ clerks, 
nine hundred and fifty dollars. 

For philosophical apparatus, and repairs of the 
same, three hundred doilars. 

For models for the department of engineering, 
three hundred dollars. 

For models for the drawing department, apparatus 
and contingencies of the depariment of chemistry, 
and instruments and repairs for the mathematical 
department, eight hundred and fifty dollars. 

For incidental expenses of the department of ar- 
tillery, three hundred dollars. 

For increase and expenses of the library, six hun- 
dred dollars. 

For miscellaneous items and incidental expenses, 
one thousand seven hundred and sevemy-seven dol- 
lars and fifty cents. 

For completing the chapel, one thousand, two 
hundred and fifty-three dollars and thirty-five cents. 

For the erection of a suitable building to contain 
the public stores, one thousand five hundred dollars. 

For the preparation of a yard and construction of 
permanent shops suitable for carpenters, painters, 
blacksmiths, and so forth, and for the safe-keeping of 


For the erection, as per plan, ofa building for re- 
citation and military exercises, in addition to amount 
heretofore appropriated, thirty thousand dollars. 
For the erection of new barracks, for the Military 
Academy department, to consist of eight buildings, 
at five hundred dollars each, four thousand dollars. 
For grading the grounds about the exercise hall, 
and removing temporary buildings, three hundred 
aud fifty dollars. 

For compensation to the acting professor of che- 
mistry, mineralogy, and geology at the Military 
Academy, between the first of September, one thou- 
sand eight hundred and thirty-seven, and the first of 
September, one thousand eight huodred and thirty- 
eight, at twentyfive dollars per month, three hun- 
dred dollars. 

For a painting room for the professor of drawing, 
eight humdred dollars.

No. 30. An act making appropriations for the naval 
service, for the year one thousand eight hundred 
and thirty-seven. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives of the United States of America in Con- 
gress assembled, That the following sums be appro- 
priated for the naval service, for the year one thous- 
and eight hundred and thirty-seven, in addition to 
the unexpended balances of former appropriations, to 
wit: 

For pay of commissioned, warrant and petty offi- 
cers, and of seamen, two million four hundred and 
fifty-four thousand six hundred and eighty-six dol- 
lars. 

To enable the President, provided he should deem 
it necessary, to offer a bounty for the purpose of pro- 
moting the enlistment of seamen, seventy-two thou- 
sand dollars. 

For pay of superintendents, naval constructors, 
and all the civil establishments at the several yards, 
sixty-nine thousand, four hundred and seventy dol- 
lars. 

For provisions, seven hundred and sixty-two 
thousand eight hundred and sixty-five dollars. 

For repairs of vessels in ordinary, and the repairs 
and wear and tear of vessels in commission, one mil- 
lion two hundred and fifty thousand dollars. 

For medicines and surgical instruments, hospital 
stores and other expenses on account of the sick, 
thirty-nine thousand dollars. 

For improvements and necessary repairs of the 
navy yard at Portsmouth, New Hampshire, forty- 
seven thousand seven hundred dollars. 

For improvements and necessary repairs of the 
navy yard at Charlestown, Massachusetts, one hun- 
dred and twenty-four thousand dollars. 

For improvement and necessary repairs of the 
navy yard at Brooklyn, New York, sixty-two thou- 
sand five hundred dollars. 

For improvement and necessary repairs of the 
navy yardat Philadelphia, Pennsy.vania, thirty-four 
thousand eight hundred and fifty dollars. 

For improvement and necessary repairs of the 
navy yard at Washington, fifty-two thousand eight 
hundred and fifty dollars. 

For improvement and necessary repairs of the 
navy yard at Gosport, Virginia, one hundred and 
forty thousand, five hundred dollars. 

For improvement and necessary repairs of the 
navy yard near Pensacola, seventy-eight thousand 
dollars. 

For ordnance and ordnance stores, seventy-two 
thousand dollars. 

For defraying the expenses that may accrue for 
the following purposes, to wit: for the freight and 
transportation of materials and stores of every des- 
cription ; for wharfage and dockage; storage and 
rent; travelling expenses of officers and transporta-

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ed to yards and stations where no house is provided ; 
for funeral expenses, for commissions, clerk hire, 
office rent, stationery and fuel to navy agents; for 
premiums and incidental expenses of recruiting ; for 
apprehending deserters ; for compensation to judge 
advocates ; for per diem allowance to persons attend- 
ing courts martial and courts of inquiry ; for print- 
ing and stationery of every description, and for 
working the lithographic press, and for books, maps, 
charts, mathematical and nautical instruments, chro- 
nometers, models, and drawings; for the purchase 
and repair of fire engines and machinery, and for the 
repair of steam engines; for the purchase and main- 
tenance of oxen and horses, and for carts, timber 
wheels, and workmen’s tools of every description : 
for postage of letters on public service ; for pilotage 
and towing ships of war ; for cabin furniture of ves- 
sels in commission ; taxes and assessments on public 
property ; for assistance rendered to vessels in dis- 
tress; for incidental labor at navy yards, not appli- 
cable to any other appropriation ; for coal and other 
fuel; and for candles and oil; for repairs of maga- 
zines or powder houses; for preparing moulds for 
ships to be built, and for no other purpose whatever, 
three hundred and thirty-seven thousand six hun- 
dred dollars. 1 , 

For contingent expenses for objects not hereinbe- 
fore enumerated, three thousand dollars. 

For pay of the officers, non-commissioned officers, 
musicians, and privates, and subsistence of the offi- 
cers of the marine corps, one hundred and sixty- 
three thousand and nineteen dollars and sixty cents. 

For the provisions for the non-commissioned offi- 
cers, musicians, and privates serving on shore, ser- 
vants and washerwomen, thirty-three thousand four 
hundred and twenty-eight dollars and eighty cents. 

For clothing, thirty-eight thousand six hundred 
and fifty-five dollars. 

For fuel, fourteen thousand five hundred and eigh- 
ty-nine dollars. trae. fe! 

For keeping the present barracks in repair until 
new ones can be erected, and for the repairs of bar- 
racks at head-quarters and Portsmouth, New Hamp- 
shire, ten thousand dollars. 

For the transportation of officers, non-commis- 
sioned officers, musicians, and privates, and expenses 
of recruiting, six thousand dollars. 

For medicines, hospital stores, surgical instru- 
ments and pay of matron, four thousand one hundred 
and thirty-nine dollars and twenty-nine cents. — 

For contingent expenses of said corps, freight, 
ferriage, toll, wharfage, and cartage, per diem allow- 
ance for attending courts of inquiry, compensation 
to judge advocates, house rent where there are no 
public quarters assigned, incidental labor in the quar- 
termaster’s department, expenses of burying deceased 
persons belonging to the marine corps, printing, sta- 
tionery, forage, postage on public letters, expenses 
in pursuing deserters, candles and oil for the differ- 
ent stations, straw for the men, barrack furniture, 
bed sacks, spadcs, axes, shovels, picks, and carpen- 
ters’ tools, seventeen thousand nine hundred and 
seventy-seven dollars and ninety-three cents. 

For military stores, pay of armorers, keeping arms 
in repair, drums, fifes, flags, accoutrements, and ord- 
nance stores, two thousand dollars. 

For launching and securing the ship of the line 
Pennsylvania, one hundred thousand dollars. 

For building and equipping two sloops of war, 
from frames already provided under former appro- 
priations, two hundred and eighty thousand dollars ; 
and also six vessels of war, of not less then ten, nor 
more than eighteen guns, four hundred thousand 
do}lars, in addition to any materials on hand. 

For erecting and furnishing a new hospital build- 
ing, and for a dwelling for an assistant surgeon ; for 
the repairs of the present building, and for all ex- 
penses upon their dependencies near Pensacola, 
forty-seven thousand five hundred dollars. 





For erecting a sea-wall to protect the shore; for 
enclosing the hospital grounds, for completing the 
basement of south wing; for repairing damages sus- 
tained from a recent gale, and for all other expenses 
upon the dependencies of the hespital near Norfolk, 
eighteen thousand dollars. 

For graduating and enclosing the grounds about 
the naval asylum near Philadelphia, and for all other 
expenses upon the building and its dependencies, ten 
thousand four hundred and sixty dollars. 

Towards an extension of the hospital building near 
Brooklyn, New York, for enclosing the grounds, 
and for all other expenses upon its dependencies, 
sixty-six thousand dollars. 

For the completion of the present hospital build- 
ing near Boston, and for all expenses upon its de- 
pendencies, one thousand three hundred and fifty 
dollars. 

For the repair of the enclosure, and for the sea- 
wall of the magazine upon Ellis’s island, in the har- 
bor of New York, one thousand two hundred and 
fifty dollars. 

For the completion of the enclosure of the maga- 
zine near Boston, the wharfand other dependencies, 
two thousand seven hundred and fifty dollars. 

For the purchase of that portion of land, belong- 
ing to the town of Portsmouth, Virginia, enclosed 
by the walls of the navy yard at Gosport, four thou- 
sand seven hundred and seventy-nine dollars. 

To defray any additional expenses that may be in- 
curred in making an examination and survey of the 
harbors of Beaufort and Wilmington, in North Caro- 
lina, with a view to determine the respective facili- 
ties and advantages of the establishment of a navy 
yard, fifteen hundred dollars. 

For the survey of May river, from Tybee bar to 
the Hunting island, fifteen hundred dollars, for a 
similar object. 

For payment to Thomas J. Harris of his propor- 
tion of the sum of two thousand dollars, app: opriat- 
ed by Congress, for the capture of a piratical felucca, 
in eighteen hundred and twenty-three, twenty-nine 
dollars and sixteen cents. 

To defray the expense of examining the shoals of 
George’s Bank, for the purpose of determining upon 
the practicability of erecting a light-house upon the 
same, (in aid of the general appropriations for the 
navy,) five thousand dollars. 

Sec. 2. And be it further enacted, That the fol- 
lowing sums, being the unexpended balances of for- 
mer appropriations, which have been carried to the 
account of the surplus fund, be, and the same are 
hereby re-appropriated, to be paid out of any money 
unappropriated in the Treasury, viz: 

For carrying into effect the acts for the suppres- 
sion of the slave trade, including their support in 
the United States, and for a term not exceeding six 
months after their arrival in Africa, of all persons 
removed from the United States under the said acts, 
eleven thousand four hundred and thirteen dollars 
and fifty-seven cents. 

For payment of prize-money to the officers and 
crew of the late private armed brig General Arm- 
strong, and the legal representatives of such as may 
be dead, two thousand dollars. 

Sec. 3. And be it further enacted, That the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury be, and he is hereby authorized 
to distribute the residue of the prize-money hereto- 
fore deposited in the Treasury, belonging to the 


‘crews of the men-of-war Bon Homme Richard and 


Alliance, commanded by John Paul Jones, in the 
revolutionary war, among the several persons enti- 
tled thereto, and to pay them the sums respectively 
due, out of any money in the Treasury not other- 
wise appropriated. 

Sec. 4. And be it further enacted, That the sum 
appropriated at the last session for the erection 
of a brick enclosure of the navy yard at Pensacola 
shall be erected to suit the present plan of the yard, 
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and in such manner as the Navy Commissioners shall 
direct. 

Sec. 5. And be it further enacted, That, under the 
laws providing for the gradual improvement of the 
navy, the President be authorized to cause articles 
of a durable character to be purchased for the arma- 
ment and equipment, as well as for the building of 
vessels.

No. 31. An act making appropriations for the cur- 
rent expenses of the Indian Department, and for 
fulfilling treaty stipulations with the various In- 
dian tribes, for the year eighteen hundred and 
thirty-seven. 

Be it enated by the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives of the United States of America in Con- 
gress assembled, That the following sums be, and 
they are hereby, appropriated, for the year one thou- 
sand eight hundred and thirty-seven, for the purpose 
of paying the current expenses of the Indian De- 
partment, and of fulfilling treaty stipulations with 
the various Indian tribes, to be paid out of any 
money in the Treasury not otherwise appropriated, 
that is to say: 

For the pay of the superintendent of Indian affairs 
at St. Louis, and the several Indian agents, as provi- 
ded by the act of June thirtieth, eighteen hundred 
and thirty-four, twelve thousand dollars. 

For the pay of sub-agents, authorized hy the same 
act, ten thousand dollars. 

For the pay of interpreters, as authorized by the 
same act, eight thousand seven hundred dollars. 

For presents to Indians, authorized by the same 
act, five thousand dollars. 

For the purchase of provisions for Indians, at the 
distribution of annuities, while on visits of business 
with the superintendents and agents, and when as- 
sembled on public business, eleven thousand eight 
hundred dollars. 

For the necessary buildings required at the several 
agencies, and repairs thereof, two thousand dollars. 

For postages, rents, stationery, fuel for offices, 
and other contingencies of the Indian Department, 
seven thousand dollars. 

For the salary of one clerk in the office of the 
Governor of Wisconsin Territory, who is ex officio 
superintendent of Indian affairs, eight hundred dol- 
lars. 

For the salary of one clerk in the office of the act- 
ing superintendent of the Western Territory, one 
thousand dollars. 

For the Six Nations of New York, four thousand 
five hundred dollars.

For carrying into effect the sixth article of the 
treaty with the Kanzas, of the third of June, eighteen 
hundred and twenty-five, in relation to reservations 
for half-breeds, five hundred dollars. 

For carrying into effect the supplementary article 
of the treaty with the Delawares of the third of De- 
cember, eighteen hundred and eighteen, in relation 
to reservations for schools, five hundred dollars.

For additional compensation to blacksmiths for the 
Cherokees, as provided for in the ninth section of 
the act of June thirtieth, eighteen hundred and thir- 
ty-four, four hundred and eighty dollars. 

For additional compensation to a blacksmith for 
the Menomonies, as provided for by the ninth section 
of the act of June thirtieth, eighteen hundred and 
thirty-four, one hundred and twenty dollars. 

For additional compensation to blacksmiths for the 
Senecas and Shawnees, as provided for by the ninth 
section of the act of June thirtieth, eighteen hun- 
dred and thirty-four, two hundred and forty dollars. 

For agricultural assistance for the Sacs and Foxes, 
in addition to the amount heretofore allowed, and to 
which they are entitled by an equitable construction 
of the treaties of the fourth of August, eighteen hun- 
dred and twenty-four, and the fifteenth of July, 
eighteen hundred and thirty, seven hundred and forty 
dollars. 

For the purpose of supplying a deficiency in the 
sum applicable to the payment of annuities for eigh- 
teen hundred and thirty-six, caused by the retention, 
as commissions on disbursement, by Lieutenant N. 
J. Eaton, United States army, of this amount, two 
thousand seven hundred and eighty-nine dollars; 
Provided always, That this appropriation shall not 
be so construed as to give any sanction to any dis-

bursing officer, in retaining commissions on any sum 
of money paid by him in pursuance of treaty stipu- 
lations ; but, on the contrary, it is still considered the 
duty of the proper officers to use all Jegal means to 
compel the payment of said sum of two thousand 
seven hundred and eighty-nine dollars, retained by 
Lieutenant N. J. Eaton.

For the payment to Charles Rodgers the appraised 
value of a distillery built by him prior to the act of 
eighteen hundred and thirty-four, and afterwards de- 
stroyed by order of the Indian agents, and for which 
he was promised indemnity, the sum of sixteen hun- 
dred and ninety-two dollars. 

For the purpose+of paying the expenses of two 
Fox chiefs and their attendants, in coming to the city 
of Washington, on necessary business, and returning 
to their nation, the sum of fifteen hundred dollars. 

For the purpose of enabling the Secretary of War 
to pay a subscription made in eighteen hundred and 
thirty, for the Indian department, of fifty copies of 
the history of the Indian tribes of North America, 
with biographical sketches, to be composed of, say 
twenty numbers each, the sum of three thousand 
dollars. 

For the purpose of fulfilling the stipulations in the 
twentieth article of the treaty with the Choctaws of 
the twenty-seventh September eighteen hundred and 
thirty, providing for the education of forty Choctaw 
youths, in addition to the sam heretofore provided, 
the sum of two thousand dollars. 

For holding treaties with the various trides of In- 
dians east of the Mississippi river, for the cession of 
lands held by them respectively, and for their re- 
inoval west of the Mississippi, ten thousand dollars. 

For the purpose of defraying the expenses of Ele- 
azer Williams, in coming from Green Bay, and re- 
turning home, on business relative to the Oneida In- 
dians, the sum of five hundred dollars. 

For carrying into effect the treaty with the Me- 
nomonies of the third September, eighteen hundred 
and thirty-six, two hundred and eighty-eight thou- 
sand five hundred and forty dollars. 

For carrying into effect the treaties with the Pot- 
tawatamies of the fifth of August, twentieth, twenty- 
second, and twenty-third September, eighteen hun- 
dred and thirty-six, and eleventh February, eighteen 
hundred and thirty-seven, seventy-three thousand 
four hundred and twenty-three dollars. 

For carrying into effect the treaty with the loways 
of the seventeenth September eighteen hundred and 
thirty-six, sixty-five thcusand five hundred and 
ninety dollars. 

For carrying into effect the treaties with the Sacs 
and Foxes of the seventeenth, twenty-seventh and 
twenty-eighth September, eighteen hundred and 
thirty-six, one hundred and thirty-eight thousand 
two hundred and forty dollars.

For the expenses of a deputation of the New York 
Indians to visit the country west of the Mississippi, 
with the view to the selection of a permanent resi- 
dence, eight thousand dollars. 

For the expenses of a deputation of the Chippe- 
was of Saganaw for the same object, two thousand 
dollars. 

For defraying the expenses of Hendrick, a Stock- 
bridge Indian, and of two Ioway chiefs, and their 
attendants, who have visited the seat of Government 
on business during the present winter, one thousand 
dollars. 

For defraying the expenses of a treaty with the 
Wyandot Indians of Upper Sandusky, in the State 
of Ohio, one thousand dollars. 

For holding treaties with the various tribes east of 
the Mississippi river, for the cession of lands held by 
them respectively, and for their removal west of said 
river; and with the Sioux for the cession of their 
country lying east of the same river; and for defray- 
ing expenses of a more particular examination of the 
vacant lands, west of the Mississippi, with a view to 
ascertain whether it be sufficient to accommodate 
the tribes remaining east of said river, seventeen 
thousand dollars. 

Sec. 2. 4nd be it further enacted, That the sum of 
five thousand dollars be, andthe same is hereby, ap- 
propriated, out of any money in the Treasury not 
otherwise appropriated, to enable the President of the 
United States, by suitable agents, to inquire what dep- 
redations were committed by the Seminole and Creek 
Indians on the property of citizens of Florida, Georgia, 
and Alabama, immediately before the commence- 
ment of actual hostilities on the part of said respec- 
tive tribes of Indians; what amount of depredations 
were committed during the pendency of said hostili- 
ties ; what portion of the Creek tribe were engaged 
in such hostilities ; and what depredations have been 
committed by a remnant of said tribe supposed to be 
friendly, and a part of whom were actually employed 
against the Seminoles, since the removal of the main 
body of them west of the Mississippi; and that the 
President report the information so acquired to Con- 
gress at its next session; Provided, Nothing herein- 
before contained, shall be so construed as to subject 
the United States to pay for depredations not provi- 
ded for, by the act of April ninth, eighteen hundred 
and sixteen, and the acts amendatory thereto, nor by 
acts regulating the intercourse between the Indian 
tribes and the United States. 

Sec. 3. And be it further enacted, That the Pres- 
ident may, and is hereby authorized to, appoint, by 
and with the consent of the Senate, three additional 
Indian agents, one for the Creek, one for the Chero- 
kee, tribes of Indians, and one for the tribes on the 
Upper Missouri, who shall execute the same duties, 
possess the same powers, and receive the same pay 
and emoluments, as those now authorized by law, 





execute, possess and receive, and that the salaries of 


said agents be paid out of any money in the Treasu- 
ry not otherwise appropriated. 
Approved, March 3, 1837. 





No. 32. An act to change the titles of certain offi- 
cers in the navy. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives of the United States of America in Con- 
gress assembled, That, from and after the passage of 
this act, all ‘masters commandant” in the navy shall 
be taken to be, and shall be called ‘‘ commanders ;”’ 
and all “ sailingmasters” shall be taken to be, and 
shall be called ‘* masters :”” but such change of title 


shall not impair, nor in any way affect, the rank, 
pay, or privileges, of any master commandant or 
sailingmaster now in the service ; and should they 
receive new commissions or warrants, they shall 
respectively take rank from the date of their present 
commissions. 

Approved, March 3, 1837. 





No. 38. An act for the more equitable administration 
of the Navy Pension Fund. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives of the United States of America in Con- 
gress assembled, That if any officer, seaman or ma- 
rine have died, or may hereafter die, in the naval 
service, leaving a widow, and, if no widow, a child 
or children, such widow, and if no widow, such child 
or children, shall be entitled to receive half the 
monthly pay to which the deceased would have been 
entitled under the acts regulating the pay of the 
navy, in force on the first day of January, one thou- 
sand eight hundred and thirty-five, to commence 
from the time of the death of such officer, seaman, or 
marine; but, in case of the death or intermarriage 
of such widow, the half-pay shall go to the child or 
children of such deceased officer, seaman, or marine 3 
Provided, That the half-pay granted to the child or 
children shall cease on their death, or on their attain- 
ing the age of twenty-one years. 

Src. 2. And be it further enacted, That the pen- 
sions which may have been granted, or which may 


hereafter be granted, to officers, seamen, and marines, 


in the naval service, disabled by wounds or injuries 
received while in the line of their duty, shall be con- 
sidered to commence from the time of their being so 
disabled, and that the amount of pension to which 
said officers, seamen, and marines, may be entitled, 
shall be regulated according to the pay of the navy 
as it existed on the first day of January, one thousand 
eight hundred and thirty-five. 

Sec. 3. 4nd be it further enacted, That all acts, 
and parts of acts, which may be inconsistent with 
the provisions of this act, be, and the same are hereby 
repealed, so far as they may relate hereto. 

Approved, March 3, 1837. 





No. 42. An act explanatory of the act entitled an 
act granting half-pay to widows and orphans, where 
their husbands and fathers have died of wounds re- 
ceived in the military service of the United States, 
and for other purposes. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives of the United States of America in Con- 
gress assembled, That the benefits of the third sec- 
tion of the act entitled ‘* An act granting half-pay to 
widows and orphans, where their husbands and fa- 
thers have died of wounds received in the military 
service of the United States, and for other purposes,” 
approved the fourth day of July, eighteen hundred 
and thirty-six, shall not be withheld from any widow, 
in consequence of her having married after the de- 
cease of the husband for whose services she may claim 
to be allowed a pension or annuity under said act: 
Provided, That she was a widow at the time it was 
passed. 

Sec. 2. And be it further enacted, That the widow 
of any person who continued in the service of the 
United States until the third day of November, sev- 
enteen hundred and eighty-three, and was married 
before that day, and while her husband was in such 
service, shall be entitled to the benefits of the third 
section of the aforesaid act. 

Approved, March 3, 1837. 





No. 44. An act to provide for certain harbors, and 
for the removal of obstructions in and at the mouths 
of certain rivers, and for other purposes, during 
the year one thousand eight hundred and thirty- 
seven.

purchase of sites and the erection of hospitals at New 
Orleans and Mobile shall not exceed the amounts 
herein appropriated for these purposes; that, from and 
after the first day of April next, all laws énacted 
whereby seamen are required to pay twenty cents a 
month, or their employers are required to retain that 
sum out of their wages, to create a fund for the sick 
and disabled seamen shal! be suspended for one year, 
during which no such exaction shall be made; and 
that instead of said tax there be appropriated, out of 
any money in the Treasury not otherwise appropri- 
ated, the sum of one hundred and fifty thousand dol- 
lars, to be disbursed in the same manner as the sum 
above mentioned: Provided, however, that seamen 
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and watermen, who have not contributed to said 
fund, may receive relief to such extent, and under 
such regulations as the President of the United States 
shall direct.

’ Resolved by the Senate and House of Representa- 
tives of the United States of America in Congress 
assembled, That Mrs. Susan Decatur, widow of the late 
Commodore Stephen Decatur, be paid from the navy 
pension fund a pension for five years, commencing 
from the thirtieth of June, eighteen hundred and 
thirty-four, in conformity with the provisions of the 
act concerning naval pensions and the navy pension 
fund, passed thirtieth June, eighteen hundred and 
thirty-four: and that she be allowed from said fund 
the arrearages of the half-pay of a post captain, from 
the death of Commodore Decatur to the thirtieth of 
June, eighteen hundred and thirty-four, together 
with the pension hereby allowed her, and that the 
arrearage of said pension be vested in the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury, in trust for the use of the said 
Susan Decatur : Provided, That the said pension shall 
cease on the death or marriage of the said Susan De- 
catur.

“General ANDREW JACKSON, ex-President of 
the United States, being about to depart from this 
city for his home in Tennessee, and the state of his 
health rendering it important that he should be ac- 
companied by a medical attendant, the President di- 
rects that the Surgeon General of the army accom- 
pany the ex-President to Wheeling, in the state of 
Virginia, there to be relieved, in case the ex-Presi- 
dent’s health shall be such as to allow it, by some of- 
ficer of the medical department, who will attend the 
ex-President from that place to his residence. 

‘In giving this order, the President feels assured 
that this mark of attention to the venerable soldier, 
patriot, and statesman, now retiring, in infirm 
health, from the cares of office to repose of private 
life, will be as grateful to the feelings of the Ameri- 
can People, as it appears to the President to be suit- 


able in itself.

The officers above named, on the conclusion 
of the dnties above assigned to them, will repair to 
their respective stations.
